SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The book entitled Gang Lust is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

Gang Lust is a small paperback novel. The book is objectionable because it promotes 
and supports the exploitation of children and young persons for sexual purposes, the 
use of violence and coercion to compel persons to participate in and submit to sexual 
conduct, bestiality, and acts of torture and the infliction of extreme violence and cruelty. 
It therefore falls under the deeming provisions s3(2)(a), s3(2)(b), s3(2)(e), and s3(2)(f) 
of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). 

The book promotes and supports all of these actions by describing them in a detailed 
and explicit manner in order to sexually arouse the reader. The descriptions include a 
step-uncle sexually grooming his niece as a very young teenager. There are numerous 
prolonged descriptions of rape and torture of the same girl, which make such acts 
sexually arousing for the reader and also represent that rape, torture and other acts of 
extreme violence are sexually arousing for both the victim and perpetrator. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) protects freedom of 
expression. Flowever, Gang Lust falls under the deeming provisions of the FVPC Act, 
which take precedence over s14 of the NZBR Act. 
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
